The new manager of the Edmonton 


Exhibition should be, above all things, 


a promoter. He should be affable, popular, 


resourceful and dynamic. 

In other words, he should be a man 
equipped, first and foremost, to make 
money for the Exhibition, 

Since the cardinal purpose of the Ex- 
hibition is to promote agriculture, it has 
become customary in many of the fair 
associations throughout the country to 
look for a trained agriculturist for such a 
job. 

Unfortunately few trained agricul- 
turalists have the capacity for the kind 
of promotion that builds up revenue, 
They are specialists and, have the limita- 
tions of the specialist. 

But if the promoter type. of manager 
ean produce enough revenue, there is no 
reason why an expert § agriculturist 
should not be engaged to handle this vital 
end of fair business, Indeed, the farming 
end of an exhibition is so important that 
whoever looks after it should not be 
hampered by the duties of genera] man- 
agement.

The CCF national convention at 
Winnipeg makes it exceedingly clear that 
if and when that party should form a 
government in Canada private enterprise 
will be a thing of the past.

Exhibition Needs a 


Promoter 


An exisbition is useful to agriculture 
and industry only as it has enough funds 
available to promote them, 

An exhibition is valuable to agricul- 
ture and industry only when it can afford 
to spend enough money to attract great 
crowds of people and interest them in the 
products of industry and agriculture. 

Thus, while the services of a high 
class agricultural expert are indispensable, 
the primary need of an exhibition is 
revenue and a manager who can produce 
revenue, 

The revenue producing features of 
the Exhibition Association's work are 
horse racing and hockey. If these are pro- 
moted properly, there will be plenty of 
money to look after the interests of the 
farmers, 

What Edmonton needs, then, is a 
man who will build these features up, a 
man who can meet people and put them 
to work, a man who has new and attrac- 
tive ideas, 

What the Edmonton Exhibition Asso- 
ciation requires, in short, is a promoter to 
direct its work and an agricultural expert 
to assist him.

For Quick, Sure Justice 


The complaint made by lawyers in 
Edmonton's police court that there are 
too many adjournments and remands can 
be a very serious one if the practice is 
as frequent as the protests seem to in- 
dicate. 

It stands to reason that sometimes 
adjournments must be granted. Witnesses 
are not always available. Illness may be 
sufficient reason for a delay in proceed- 
ings. 

But the very essence of police court 
procedure is quick, sure justice without 
the formalities of the higher courts and 


with a minimum of red tape. 

That is the purpose of a police court. 
And where a case requires the lengthier 
and more solemn-treatment of a full dress 
trial, the law provides for commital to 
a district or supreme court. 

There is always a tendency in every 
police court to drift into the more leisure- 
ly methods of the higher courts. It is a 
tendency that should be resisted. 

When a police magistrate cannot deal 
promptly and effectively with all offend- 
ers who come before him, it is a reason- 
able assumption that he needs to revise 
his system of procedure.

Rainbow 
At Night 

Editor, Bulletin—I am sending 
you this item in the hope that it 
may have some news value for 
you, I think the occurrence is 
unusual as I have never heard 
nor read of or seen such a phe- 
nomenon before 

Last night at 10;40 I stepped 
outside the door of my house 
and found light drizzle of rain 
falling. To the south in a com- 
paratively clear portion of the 
sky and perhaps 25 degrees 
above the horizon was the almost 
full moon, 

However, when I glanced north - 
I saw a very definite and clear 
rainbow, It was a complete arc 
from horizon and back down to 
the horizon, This was not an 
Aurora Borealis because it was 
below a heavy bank of black 
clouds which extended from the 
north horizon to somewhat south 
of its zenith overhead, 

My second reason for knowing 
that this was truly a rainbow 
caused by moonlight striking 
the rain falling north of the vil- 
lage, was that the rainbow dis- 
appeared for possibly 45 seconds 
while a small patch of cloud 
crossed the face of the moon, 

The rain stopped while I was 


to the 


watching and within a few sec- 
onds the west end of the rain- 
bow started to fade out and soon 
was invisible. Altogether from 
the time I first noticed it until it 
finally disappeared was probably 
a lapse of six or eight minutes. 

The cloud from which the rain 
was falling was moving in an 
easterly direction Unfortunately 
my wife had gone to bed and I 
saw no one else around, whose 
attention I could draw to the 
phenomenon, and as far as I 
have able to ascertain I may 
have been the only one to notice 
it, therefore I cannot at this time 
offer any corroboration. How- 
ever, I would like to know 
whether this is a fairly common 
occurrence or 18 it ag rare as | 
believe it to be? 

I might add that if there was 
any color in the rainbow it was 
so indefinite that I would hesi- 
tate to make a positive statement. 
However, while it may have been 
imagination, I thought I could 
detect a tewace of color when the 
rainbow was at its brightest, and 
the remarkable feature was if 
there was color present the order 
of the spectrum colors appeared 
to be reversed from those ordi- 
narily seen in a rainbow caused 
by the sun, This latter matter of 
color, however, was s0 slight that 
I cannot be sure of it.

The idea of forming a United 
States of Western Europe—a 
modification of the generations- 
old dream of a United States of 
all Europe—has been given a fur- 
ther boost by France. 

Early in August this column 
called attention to the sensational 
statement by Italy's free-thinking 
foreign minister, Count Carlo 
Sforza, that in order to effect a 
European union his country was 
ready to take the lead in accept- 
ing “curtailment of its political 
sovereignty, even in the most un- 
expected aspects.” 

Simultaneously Finance Min- 
ister Paul Reynaud of France ex- 
pressed the hope that Britain 
would come out in full support 
of a United States of Europe next 
autumn after the Dominions con- 
ference 

Francois Mitterand, New French 
secretary of state, announces that 
the cabinet has decided to sup- 
port a plan for convocation of an 
international assembly to draft a 
charter for uniting Western 
Europe under a federal constitu 
tion, The project is sponsored by 
the international committee for 
co-ordination of movements for 
a European union, 


Ie is worthy of note that the 


committee is headed by Duncan 
Sandys, son-in-law of Winston 
Churchill, Britain's wartime 
leader, Who long has been an ad- 
vocate of such a union, Sandys’ 
committee was appointed last 
May by the Congress of Europe 
held at The Hague under presi- 
dency of Churchill, 

Mitterand says France will 
begin negotiations soon with in- 
terested governments. Presum- 
ably he has in mind the powers 
which have subscribed to the 
Marshal! Plan for European re- 
habilitation, 

It strikes me as highly signifi- 
cant that Reynaud should inter- 
est himself in this project at a 
moment when he is struggling 
with the gravest economie crisis 
France has experienced, 

Reynaud is by nature an opti- 
mist. And we may be sure that he 


will be a driving force in the 
creation of a United States of 
Western Europe if it is given 


him to pafticipate,

Were Adaptable

PARIS.—It was a Sunday after- 
noon train from Bordeaux to 
Paris, 

The French Government, with 
that strange genius of these days 
of multiplying difficulties 
through lack of organized think- 
ing, had contributed by cutting 
down gasoline to the vanishing 
point and then taking off twd of 
the three Sunday trains on this

On Tooth Decay 


In 1944 the towns of Kingston 
and Newburgh, N.Y., decided to 
make a thorough study of drink- 
ing water to determine the effect 
of dissolved fluorine in prevent- 
ing or checking tooth decay. 
Newburgh's water ‘supply natur- 
ally contains 0.12 parts per million 
of fluorine, but sodium fluoride 
was added to bring the fluorine 
concentration up to 0.8-1.9 parts 
per million. Kingston's water 
contains no fluorine at all, It was 
therefore possible to make a com- 
parative test, The period decided 
upon was 10 years, 

Similarly, the Illinois towns of 
Evanston and Skokie began in 
January, 1946, full scale opera- 
tion of a 15-year research project 
to determine jug how effective 
sodium fluoride was in the mass 
prevention of tooth decay. A 
total of 81,375 pounds of sodium 
floride was dropped into the 
water supply of Evanston through 
1948 at an estimated cost of 
$0.1075 per capita or a little more 
than a dime a year. Skokie ob- 
tains what benefit there may be 
from the procedure because it 
purchases its water from Evans- 
ton, 


Control Group 
At Oak Park 


A control group where sodium 
fluoride was not added to the city 
water was established at Oak 
Park, Ul, in February, 1947, to 
serve as the basis of comparison 
for the findings at ‘Evanston and 
Skokie. The clinical study at Oak 
Park continued through Novem- 
ber, 1947; it will be repeated in 
1948, Thus far base-line observa- 


tions have been made on 4,378 
Evanston-Skokie children and 
2,498 Oak Park children, 

Only one person in five visits 
the dentist regularly in this coun- 
try. At this rate the availability of 
fluorine in the drinking water of 
Evanston and Skokie will there- 
fore benefit far more persons in 
the area affected than the direct 
application of fluorine to the 
teeth by dentists. 


Fluorine 
Content 

Samples of water are gathered 
daily from points in the distri- 
bution system and analyzed. So 
far the fluorine content of the 
water has not varied more thas 
0.05 plus or minus of one quart 
per million, 

Food purchased in the Evanston 
markets is also examined to ob- 
tain additional information on the 
probable amount of fluorine 
taken in the complete diet. 

The results of the Newburgh- 
Kingston exepriment should be 
published late in 1954 or early 
in 1955. We shall have to wait 
five years longer for the con- 
clusions to be drawn from the 
Evanston project. The Evanston 
results will serve as a chegk on 
those obtained in New York 
State. 

The evidence so far gathered by 
dental clinicians on the benefits 
of drinking fluorized water are 
cumulative during the years of 
tooth development. that is, 
through the eighth year. Wisdom 
teeth are therefore excluded, Af- 
ter calcification of the teeth more 
fluorine taken in through water 
seems to have no effect.

Right here in Edmonton there's 4 po-

Locke, who equalled Martell's course
